KINGSTOWN AND THE PORT BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srm,—-One of the last acts of the Kingstown 

Urban Council has been to resolve to oppose the 
Dublin Port and Decks Board's Bill. [ trust 
that the new Council will rescind this resolu- 
tion, and beg to be allowed to point out the 
reason why they should do so. 

From the time when Kingstown Harbour was 
constructed, up to. 1902, thé Comumissioners 
charged vessels loading or discharging cargo the 
same tonnage dues as were paid in Dublin, but 
did ‘not collect similar dues from vessela carry- 
ing mails and passengers, or from vessels taking 
refuge. In the above year. the Port Board intro- 
duced @ bill containing a clause of the same 
nature as that in the present bille, one 
which would deprive the Commissioners of the r 
discretionary powers, They were instructed by 
the Government to oppose, and a Committee of 
the House of Commons amended the bill as 
desired. The Government have now a much 
larger majority than they had twenty years ago; 
the matter was fully discussed then, and I do 
not euppose there is the emaliest chance that 
the Government would now agree to have the 
law altered. Consequently an opposition on the 
part of the Council would be unnecessary. On 
the other hand, assuming for the sake of argu- 
ment that the Government were willing. that 
the Commissioners should abandon their discre- 
tion, as desired by the Port Board, it is mani- 
fest, having regard to the strength of the 
Government, that the opposition of the Kings- 
town Council would be futile. 

In these circumstances, should the Oouncil 
proceed with a petition, the only gainers will be 
such members of it, and the officers, who may 
be selected to go to London and enjoy them- 
selves at the expense of the ratepayers.—
